What to Do Right Now, 

A few practical suggestion by 
W. J. Glass, the famous wheat 
grower of Macleod. 

We all know that practically no 
fall plowing was dgne last year, 
therefore, our land has either to 
be plowed this spring, or just 
disced and drilled. The question 
arises, is it necessary to plow or 
will discing do ? 

1am a firm believer in plowing 
every year, except on new land 
which has only had one crop 
{taken from it and is not well 
rotted. Land in this condition 
and clear ‘free from weeds) could 
be disced a couple of times and 
seeded with tairly good results, 
although, as a rule, one does not

Immediately after plowing use 
‘the packer, the same day if pos-
